ORIGIN OF BASKETBALL. 


Toronto News.—It should be a mat- 
ter of no little pride for Canadians to 
know that a student of McGill Uni- 
versity and a Canadian, was respon- 
sible for the invention of the game of 
basketball. In the year 1888 Dr. James 
Naismith, now physical director of the 
Lawrence University, Kansas, finished 
a seven years’ course in theology and 
medicine at McGill University, and, up- 
on leaving college, went down to 
Springfield. Mass,. to take a course in 
sthe International Y. M. C. A. Training 
School. Dr. Naismith who was always 
an enthusiast in physical culture, was 
director of the McGill gymnasium dur- 
ing several years of his college eourse, 
and it was through his efforts that 
Dr. Tait Mackenzie was secured. 

Upon finishing his course at the 
Training School, Dr. Naismith who 
graduated with high honors, was of- 
fered a position upon the Faculty of 
the Institution, and accepting it, began 
lecturing in physiology and anatomy, 
as well as acting as physical instruct- 
or of the gymnasium there. About this 
time the faculty at Springfield felt the 
need of a new indoor competition that 
would keep the largest possible num- 
ber of men busy ina game having but 
a small element of danger. In dis- 


|cussing the question, Naismith offered 


enya styrene 


| 


to invent a game and to report on 
it to the next meeting of the faculty. 

There are four essential character- 
istics of the proposed game, as the 
doctor thought: First, it must be con 
venient for playing in arestricted space 
indoors; second it must allow for the 
presence of obstructions; third, the ele- 
ment of danger must be as small as 
possible, and finally, it must provide 
keen competition. 

In thinking over many games, Dr. 
Naismith came to the conclusion that 
association foot-ball, lacrosse or duck- 
on-the-rock came nearest to filling the 
conditions, so as each was impractic- 
able in itself, he decided to combine the 
pest elements of the three. He used 
the tactics of lacrosse, the ball of as- 
sociation football, and the fixed ob- 
jective ‘goal frorn duck-on-the-rock, and 
at the first attempt the new game 
proved a decided success and the fu- 
ture of basketball was assured. 

During the season of 1889 and 1890 
the students of the training school ex- 
perimented upon improvements to the 
game before it was finally rnade known 
to the public in the spring of 1890. 
There have been many modifications of 
the game _ since its initiation as an 
{ndoor sport, but these have in no way 
effected the original principals as laid 
down by Dr. Naismith. 

Basketball was first played in Can- 
ada in 1891 in the Montreal Y.M.C.A., 
where it was introduced from Spring- 
field by Mr. William Ball, who organ- 
ized and played on the first Canadian 
team. In 1892 the first game with a 
yisiting team was played with the Uni- 
versity of Burlington, resulting in a 
win for the Y.M.C.A. by the score of 
14-9. In this game Burlington tried 
mass plays and proctection, as in foot- 
ball, but found such tastics of no avail 
against the fast open game played by 
Montreal. A return match in Burling- 
ton was won by the college by the 
identical geore of the previous game. 
Since then many United States teamg 
have visited Canada and many trips 
have been taken across the line, in the 
majority of games the Canadian aggre- 
gations coming off victors. 

So great a hold has basketball taken 
upon the United States that in some 


| States they have gone so far as to or- 


ganize professional leagues for the 


game. Practically every university and | 


college has placed the game among the 
foremost of winter sports, and Canada 
has taken to the game-with an almost 
equal fervor.

LAKE ONTARIO WRECK 
Toronto, Nov. 22. — The steam 
barge Resolute,, of Toronto, coming 
from Erie to this port with a load of 
‘coal, sank within a mile of the west- 
ern gap at 3.30 this morning, and it 


is probable that six of her crew are 
drowneu. She arrived on Tuesday night 


then started up the lake and triei to 
get into port on Wednesday. Captain 
John Sullivan, of political fame, came 
ashore ina boat and then decided there 
was not enough water to permit the big 
vessel to make harbor. He decided to 
try to niake the eastern gap, but found 
the s2a too high, and while trying to 
reach his former place of shelter, the 
barge opened up and went to the bot- 
tom. She is completely submerged, her

The crew of eleven men took to the 
boats inan attempt to make land, and 
one succeeded, but the other was prob- 
ably lost as six of the crew are unac- 
counted for. Capt. Sullivan was the 
last to leave the doomed boat. He jume- 
ed overboard on a piece of wreckage, 
and while floating about in the wat- 
er he saw one of the men who left in 
the row-boats and tried to save him, but 
the man had no: strength enough to 
hang on and was drowned. Capt. Sul- 
livan reached shore near the Northern 
elevators at about 4 o’clock, almost ex- 
hausted. 

The barge P. B. Lock was in tow 
of the Resolute,, but she is still at 
anchor. Her crew were taken off by 
Captain Ward in his lifeboat. He is 
now rescuing the crew of the schoon- 
er St. Louis.
